PIRATE’S LIFE? 

The details of 
Abdiwali Abdiqadir 
Muse’s life are murky 
with his parents in 
Somalia insisting 
he was tricked into 
getting involved in 
piracy. His mother 
said he was “wise 
beyond his years”-a 
child who ignored 
other boys his age 
who tried to tease 
him and got lost in 
books instead.

NEW YORK Abdiwali Abdiqadir Muse grew 
up destitute in Somalia, the product of a 
violent, lawless nation where his mother 
scraped together a few dollars a day selling 
milk and tending to a small herd of camels, 
cows and goats. 

For entertainment, he would frequent 
a run-down outdoor cinema and watch 
Bollywood movies in a town with no run- 
ning water or electricity. He eventually 
joined up with a gang of pirates who laid 
siege to an American cargo ship and took 
the captain hostage. The standoff ended 
last week with three of the pirates killed by 
U.S. Navy snipers. Muse survived but was 
stabbed in the hand with an ice pick. 

On Tuesday, the teenager found himself in a packed federal court- 
room in NewTbrk on what are believed to be the first piracy charges 
in the U.S. in more than a century 

The 5-foot-2 Muse looked bewildered and so scrawny that his pris- 
on clothes were several sizes too big. He had a frayed white bandage 
where he was stabbed. 

When the judge asked him if he understood that court-appointed 
lawyers would represent him, the teenager responded through a trans- 
lator: “I understand. I don't have any money.” When he was asked to 
raise his right hand, he pointed it into the air as if he was being called 
on in class. 

The decision by the federal government to bring Muse to justice 
here has thrust him into the international spotlight, and raised legal 
questions about whether the U.S. is going too far in trying to make an 
example of someone so young. 

The government says he is 18. A federal judge agreed Tuesday ruling 
that Muse is an adult and that the case can proceed in open court. But 
his lawyers are likely to press on with their argument that he is just 15. 
If he is found to be underage, defense lawyers could try to have the 
case tossed out or seek leniency if he is convicted. 

Establishing his age could prove difficult because the anarchy that 
has existed in Somalia over the past two decades makes it unlikely 
that any birth records exist. Muse's mother said he was delivered by a 
midwife, and not in a hospital. 

Prosecutors might send Muse to a dentist to help determine his 
age by analyzing his teeth, a solution courts have used in the past for 
Somali defendants. 


Man in Craigslist case held without bail

A Boston medical student accused of target- 
ing women who advertised exotic services 
on Craigslist was ordered held without bail 
Tuesday on charges that he sought to rob a 
masseuse, but bashed her in the head and shot 
her through the heart when she fought back. 

Philip Markoff, 23, a second-year medical 
student at Boston University, said nothing 
during a brief appearance Tuesday in Boston 
Municipal Court where he was ordered held 
on charges including murder, armed robbery 
and kidnapping. 

“Philip Markoff is not guilty of the charges. 
He has his family's support,” defense attorney 
John Salsberg said. 


Prosecutors say they traced an e-mail 
address used to set up an appointment with 
masseuse Julissa Brisman of New York City 
to Markoff, who was on his way to Foxwoods 
Casino in Connecticut with his fiance when 
he was arrested Monday afternoon. 

Brisman was found dead April 14 in a Boston 
luxury hotel. Markoff also is charged with rob- 
bing and tying up another woman who adver- 
tised massages on Craigslist on April 10. 

Markoff’s fiance, Megan McAllister, says 
police have the wrong man. 

“He could not hurt a fly” McAllister said in 
an e-mail to ABC’s “Good Morning America.” 
‘All I have to say is Philip is a beautiful per- 
son, inside and out.”

No health hazard 

I am one of those hospital workers who wears scrubs on the Red 
Line every day to and from work. It depends on where you work in 
the hospital if your scrubs are considered dirty or not; it’s called per- 
sonal protective equipment. 

The scrubs themselves are essentially the same as if I was wearing 
regular clothes in that if I am in contact with a patient or process- 
ing specimens, I wear a protective lab coat over the scrubs, gloves, 
goggles, etc., and work under a biohazard hood. The disposable 
dirty laboratory coat is tossed. Scrubs that are worn in areas like the 
operating room that are a high risk for contamination are designated 
by a specific color and are laundered at the hospital. They cannot be 
taken home. 

It’s a common misperception that all scrubs are “dirty,” and this is 
not the case.

A federal judge Tuesday denied permis- 
sion to former Gov Rod Blagojevich to 
travel to Costa Rica to participate in a 
reality TV show. 

U.S. District Court Judge James Zagel 
called modifying the terms of Blagojevich’s 
bail on political corruption charges “a bad 
idea.” 

Prosecutors voiced fears that the indict- 
ed ex-governor might flee if allowed to go 
to Costa Rica, noting that he faces 25 to 30 
years in prison if convicted. 

Blagojevich attorney Sheldon Sorosky 
said TV show producer NBC was willing 
to pay for two security guards to watch 
Blagojevich around the clock. But Zagel 
noted that such personal monitors would 
have no authority to arrest him. He also 
said Blagojevich needs to stick around to 
read the government’s evidence, because 
only then will he be able to understand the 
jeopardy he is in. 

Zagel added that he was sympathetic to 
Blagojevich’s financial condition, but said 
there were others ways for him to earn

“This is another day in the big city I know 
what the truth is when it concerns me, and 
I know that I’ve done absolutely nothing 
wrong. ... I’m actually looking forward to 
this day in court.” 


As he arrived at the Dirksen U.S. 
Courthouse, Blagojevich said participat- 
ing in the reality show would be “a way to 
earn a living and support my children. 

“It’s not my first choice, but it’s a living,” 
he said. 

Asked later if his client was really 
broke, Sorosky said: “It shows he is an 
honest man.” 

Blagojevich’s lawyers had asked per- 
mission for their client to travel to Costa 
Rica to be a contestant on NBC’s “I’m a 
Celebrity ... Get me Out of Here!” They 
said he could have made up to $123,250 on 
the show if not voted off by viewers. 

NBC issued a statement Tuesday after- 
noon saying the production would move 
forward without the indicted politician. 

Blagojevich would have joined other 
cast members— including Geraldo Rivera, 
Heidi Montag and ‘American Idol” reject 
Sanjaya Malakar— in a jungle adventure. 

In a short-lived 2003 version of the show, 
contestants, among other things, had to 
put insects, worms and rats in their pants, 
sit in a tank of leeches and wade through a 
swamp populated by snakes and eels. 


Peterson 
sued in 
death of 
3rd wife

Saying they’ve waited long enough for a grand 
jury to act, attorneys for the family of Drew 
Peterson’s third wife filed a wrongful-death law- 
suit Tuesday against the former Bolingbrook 
police sergeant. 

A special grand jury has been investigating 
the death of Peterson’s third wife, Kathleen 
Savio, and the disappear- 
ance of his fourth wife, 
Stacy Peterson, since 
November 2007, and fol- 
lowers of the saga have 
grown restless. Peterson 
has not been charged in 
either case. 

Peterson “We felt that the cur- 

rent grand jury is going 
to bring forward an indictment, or they’ll be dis- 
missed and we can proceed with the civil case. 
We just felt now was the time to move forward,” 
said John Kelly, a high-powered New York attor- 
ney representing the Savio family He also repre- 
sented the estate of Nicole Brown Simpson in a 
successful civil suit against O.J. Simpson. 

Peterson’s attorneys have 30 days to respond 
to the lawsuit. The grand jury is scheduled to 
expire in mid-May, and if it returns an indict- 
ment, the criminal case will likely supersede the 
civil suit, Kelly said. 

A coroner’s jury initially ruled Savio’s death in 
2004 a accident, largely based on a state police 
officer’s testimony The 15-page lawsuit filed 
in Will County alleges one of the jurors in the 
inquest was a police officer from another agen- 
cy who, during deliberations, assured the other 
jurors he personally knew Peterson and he would 
never harm Savio. 

Savio was found dead about a month before a 
court date to approve a division of assets. 

Peterson, 55, said he was not surprised by the 
lawsuit. 

The suit, which seeks in excess of $300,000, 
claims that after Peterson and Savio separated, 
Peterson gained entry to Savio’s house by using 
a garage door opener and, on one occasion, by 
cutting out a portion of wall that he crawled 
through. 

Peterson said the incident happened before 
the couple filed for divorce.

A look on the bright side 


Katie Tarbox looked forward to a bright future 
in her new 37th-floor condominium at Trump 
International Hotel and Tower. 

But this isn’t quite what she had in mind. 

After moving in to her new digs earlier this 
month, Tarbox discovered an unsettling feature 
at bedtime: The one-bedroom unit (list price: 
$952,000 and up) is flooded with light like a 
night game at Wrigley, she said. 

The culprit? Her across-the-street neighbor at 
330 N. Wabash Ave. (formerly known as the IBM 


Building), where some floors are lit all night. 

“Think of it like having a huge, permanent 
night light on all the time,” lamented the maga- 
zine editor, who did not sleep a wink that first 
night. (She has since resorted to wearing two 
sets of eye masks.) Aside from her fatigue, “it’s 
just a complete waste of energy” 

Actually, it’s just old-fashioned work ethic, 
said Jeff Patterson, president and CEO of Prime 
Group Realty Trust, which owns and manages 
the Mies van der Rohe skyscraper. The law firm 


of Jenner & Block occupies 10 floors and oper- 
ates 24 hours a day, he said. 

All this is little comfort to Tarbox, who 
thought she was in “real estate heaven” but now 
feels like she’s living in the 1996 “Seinfeld” epi- 
sode when Kramer was tortured by the Kenny 
Rogers Roasters sign. 

She has lodged a complaint with the Trump 
staff— the only one the company says it has 
received. Until the situation gets resolved, Tarbox 
has two words for guests: Wear sunglasses. 


Streetwise staying— for now 


StreetWise, the Chicago publication for 
the homeless, will continue to print its 
weekly editions after a series of well- timed 
donations and funding challenges carried 
the magazine past the $75,000 total it said 
a week ago it needed to raise to survive. 

Last week, the magazine’s publishers and 
board members announced that plummet- 
ing foundation support meant it could face 
closing by the end of next month unless 
other sources of income were found. 

By Tuesday, donations had surpassed 
that amount, said StreetWise board vice 
chairman Pete Kadens— including a sin- 
gle donation from Jim and Kay Mabie for 


$25,000 that came with a matching chal- 
lenge to other potential donors. 

“I can’t say names, and unfortunately, 
I can’t say the amount until tomorrow,” 
Kadens said. A news conference was 
scheduled for Wednesday morning. 

The weekly Chicago magazine was 
conceived as a way to offer an income to 
the homeless, but has fallen victim to a 
hobbled economy, its managers say 
Foundation support had made up near- 
ly half of StreetWise’s $500,000 budget 
but is down 60 percent. Ad revenues 
also are in decline and street sales have 
dropped 20 percent, publishers said. 


Dog found stabbed 
to death in bathtub 


A Chicago man has been charged with animal cruelty 
after police called to his home in Belmont Central 
found his dog stabbed to death in a bathtub, police 
said Tuesday 

Officers responded Monday at about 4 a.m. to a call 
for a well-being check at William McIntosh’s home in 
the 5800 block of West Fullerton Avenue. They later 
found the body of the dog, a female pit bull, in the tub 
with multiple stab wounds, police said. 

Officers found two bloody knives on a table in the 
residence, police said. 

It was unclear why McIntosh, 45, allegedly stabbed 
the animal, police said.

Officers 
set up surveillance in the 1300 
block of West Ohio Street and 
saw Peterson enter a garage 
and leave with a box. Police 
then went into the garage, 
where they found 73 packages 
of marijuana with an estimated 
street value of about $200,000. 

All-year schools 
to triple in number 

The number of “year-round” 
city elementary schools will 
triple this fall as a result of 
a plan the Chicago Board 
of Education is expected to 
approve Wednesday. Classes 
would begin the first week of 
August and end in mid-June 
for 132 schools-up from 41 this 
year-with several breaks of 
two or three weeks scattered 
during the school year, officials 
said. Chicago Public Schools 
CEO Ron Huberman said 
principals, parents and teachers 
at the schools wanted the 
schedule change. 

Quigley sworn in 

Chicago’s newest congress- 
man, Democrat Mike Quigley, 
was sworn into office Tuesday, 
offering a nod to the take-no- 
prisoners persona of his pre- 
decessor, Rahm Emanuel, now 
White House chief of staff.

I he guys of Canadian metal band Anvil may be the most sincere, 

[ J endearing egomaniacs of all time. 

It takes that sort of self-confidence to keep together a metal 
* ~ band for more than 30 years, all in hopes of making it big. More 

than two decades after festival performances with bands like Bon Jovi and 
Metallica failed to translate to global domination, singer/guitarist Steve 
“Lips” Kudlow and drummer Robb Reiner are finally having their moment. 

It comes courtesy of ‘Anvil! The Story of Anvil,” a documentary about 
the band’s quest to deliver their old-fashioned, fist-pumping hard rock to 
the masses. Lips, 53, and Reiner, 50, couldn’t be more proud of their journey

How many bands get their big break after 
being together for 35-plus years? 

Steve “Lips” Kudlow: The band that stays 
together that long will get another break. 
Even though things went sort of awry 
during the early ’80s when a couple of 
business transactions didn’t work out 
properly, we figured, “Well, it doesn’t 
matter. There will always be another 
chance. All we have to do is just keep 
going.” The randomness of making it in 
the business is completely outrageous, and 
it really has nothing to do with talent or 
ability or anything, really 

What goes through your heads when you 
watch “Anvil”? 

Lips: I think it’s one of the greatest rock 
documentaries that has ever existed. It’s so 


real and it represents the vast majority of 
bands that are out there trying to cut a liv- 
ing and make it. 

Robb Reiner: At this point, now I complete- 
ly enjoy watching the unsuspecting 
public walk in and within 20 minutes be 
completely converted and engaged in our 
story 

It shows that a lot of stereotypes about 
metal bands aren’t true. You’re human and 
vulnerable. 

Reiner: We’re real people. I think this is 
a great thing for metal, really, at the end 
of the day We’re showing that we’re real 
people, man. We’re not sleeping in coffins 
and doing sacrifices and all the crazy things 
that people have misconceptions about 
metal musicians. 


Seriously? You’ve never slept in a coffin? 
Reiner: Absolutely I have never slept in a 
coffin. 

How about the opposite, like a race-car bed? 
Reiner: Nope. I sleep on air mattresses. 

What’s the craziest memory you have of 
something that does fit into the metal ste- 
reotype? 

Reiner: There used to be a lot of sex and 
drugs around us. I don’t know if that’s a 
metal stereotype. We make metal music 
because it’s the top of the game as far as an 
art form. That’s the only reason I do this. 
And the other reason is it’s F-U-N. All 
the metal stereotype stuff, that’s not what 
Anvil’s really been about. We’re just regular 
guys playing amazing, kick-ass music. 


Do you party as hard as ’74'; o |l?' ' 
you did when you were i n your 20s? 

Reiner: No. We can, we just doiift. At least I 
don’t anyways. — ' 

Compare after-show activities for Anvil 
30 years ago versus today. 

Reiner: There’s way less p***y The whole 
attitude of, “Let’s f*** right now” is gone. 
That kind of s*** doesn’t exist. All the drugs 
and partying, that’s all gone. 

Lips: It was a time during the ’80s that you’d 
get girls coming in, they’d bring cocaine, 
they’d get naked. There was a time it was 
like that. That’s all gone, man. 

Reiner: Or it’s just all gone around us.

Lolla brings big acts; 
Pitchfork’s all indie

For just a minute, imagine that Lollapalooza 
stands alone. 

On Tuesday, Lolla organizers released the 
artist list for this year’s Aug. 7-9 fest. Revel 
in the announcement, which revealed head- 
liners Jane’s Addiction, Tool, the Beastie 
Boys and Depeche Mode, along with under- 
card gems Neko Case and Snoop Dogg. 

Grin as every other big American city 
looks at Chicago with seething envy Now, 
come back to reality; Lolla isn’t that unique. 
It’s one of dozens of similar festivals around 
the nation every summer. And Chicago 
plays host to another premier music event 
July 17-19: the Pitchfork Music Festival. 

While Lolla may have the big names, it 
doesn’t have the freshness of Pitchfork. 

The music festival circuit has gotten to 
the point where you can’t skydive on a sum- 
mer weekend without hitting a stage. Even 
Des Moines— Des Moines!— has a fest. 
Organizers have only so many acts from 
which to choose; eventually, the band lists 
for each festival start looking the same. 

For those of us who serially attend fests, 
and obsess about them, this has become a 
problem, because we can see what every 
other festival is doing— and, more impor- 
tant, what our largest hometown fest isn’t. 

Festivals need to be daring to generate 
excitement. Lolla features heaps of talent, 
but it’s talent that either repeats from years 
past or that will play at other festivals. The 
only name with a hint of uniqueness for 
Lolla this year is Lou Reed. 

Pitchfork dares to set itself apart. 

Pitchfork continually pushes the concept 


of what it is to be a music festival. Friday’s 
“Write the Night: Set Lists by Request” 
feature allows people attending the July 17 
concerts to vote on the songs they want to 
hear. It gives festgoers ownership, making 
them that much more excited to attend. 

But Pitchfork does not rely on gimmicks. 
The bookers landed names that manage to 
be splashy while maintaining Pitchfork’s 
under-the-radar ethos: The Flaming Lips, 
The National, Jesus Lizard. The fest also 
captured indie bands generating tons of 
heat, such as Wawes and The Pains of 
Being Pure at Heart. 

While Pitchfork cannot compete in size 
with Lolla, many of the bands on Lolla’s ros- 
ter serve only to boost numbers. The size of 
Grant Park means it’s impossible to catch 
every band you want unless you’re Usain 
Bolt, and that’s without taking into account 
schedule clashes, like 2008’s Broken Social 
Scene/Battles/Lupe Fiasco pileup. 

The intimate size of Pitchfork means it’s 
easy to skip from set to set without missing 
much. The smaller roster leaves no room for 
wasted space; even the bands slotted near 
the bottom of the lineup are worth catch- 
ing. I realize that last statement carries pre- 
tension of ascot-wearing proportions; it’s 
important to note that I don’t subscribe to 
the if-it’s-popular-it’s-not-good theory 

Lolla’s big names have delivered spec- 
tacular sets, notably Daft Punk in 2007 and 
Radiohead in 2008. 

But it’s Pitchfork’s desire to bring in 
those obscure bands that make it a worth- 
while experience. The festival organiz- 
ers want to discover and share new music 
just as much as the crowd does. It comes 
down to this: Lollapalooza and most of the 
other big shows are festivals with music. 
Pitchfork is a music festival, kent green is a

Pitchfork 
gets this because of the Lips, who 
incidentally played Lolla last year. 


HIP-HOP 

While not stellar, Lolla brings the 
beat, not only with Snoop, but 
also with the Beasties, the Knux 
and Kid Cudi. Pitchfork tries, but 
Charles Hamilton and Pharoahe 
Monch can’t live up. 


HOMETOWN LOVE 

Lollapalooza has taken a lot of 
heat for being booked by Austin, 
Texas-based C3 Presents, and for 
not bringing enough local flavor. 
But with Chicago seminal punk 
band Rise Against, not to mention 
whistling bard Andrew Bird, Lolla 
comes in tops for hometown 
love even if Pitchfork is based in 
Chicago. 


INDIE DARLINGS 

To be fair, Pitchfork is ALL indie 
darlings, so this is a wash for Lolla 
right off the bat. While Animal 
Collective’s disc “Merriweather 
Post Pavilion” is being treated as 
the Second Coming, Pitchfork 
totally booked the band last year. 
Gotta get ’em before they’re big, 
Lolla. 


EUROPEAN DANCE 

With Farrell’s dance tent, Lolla 
is starting to separate itself as a 
top electronic music destination. 
Italian DJ duo Crookers’ remixes 
have been thundering in clubs 
nationwide, and while the overt 
’80s tracks of France’s M83 are 
fun, they don’t have quite that 
energy.

The grape that 
keeps on giving 

Which wine grape would you pick if you could drink just one for the 
rest of your life? 

I asked a fellow sommelier that, and to my amazement he said 
chardonnay 

I was surprised because most wine geeks are into long-lived 
rieslings or exotically perfumed pinot noirs. I have nothing against 
chardonnay, but you tend to see it everywhere, and it seems like such 
a boring wine to drink for all eternity He defended his choice by 
pointing out the versatile attributes of chardonnay and how it can be 
used to make wines that are sparkling and bubbly crisp and mineral- 
driven, buttery and oaky, and even sweet and unctuous. I thought 
about this and realized he was absolutely right. 

On its ovai, chardonnay doesn’t taste like much. It’s a neutral 
grape with flavors of tart green apples and lemon zest, but it can 
be easily manipulated by where it is grown and the winemaking 
techniques employed by the winemaker. In cooler climates such as 
Champagne and Burgundy, chardonnay tends to show more citrus 
fruit notes and higher levels of acidity In warmer regions such as 
California or Australia, it shows a weightier texture with riper notes 
of baked apples and tropical fruits. 

Winemakers also can employ a special fermentation process that 
gives the wine a creamier texture and causes it to taste like butter. 
Fermenting and aging the wine in oak casks can add flavors of bak- 
ing spices, toasted nuts, vanilla and caramel. Alack of oak preserves 
the fresher flavors of the grape. 

A great way to learn about wine is to taste various examples of the 
same grape side by side. The following wines are all made from char- 
donnay, but you will clearly taste the difference among them, redeye
